‘The Foreign Secretary sald the

That is the belief of Pro- 
fessor Ronald Ilingworth, a 
leading child-specialist, who 
wives the results of a study 
of crying ina medical re- 
pert today.

sor claims. 

“Many 
babies are 
caused to ery from hunger 
because the doctor, nurse, 
or mother is so obsessed 
with the fear of over- 
feeding that the baby is 
half-starved,” he reports. 

Professor [ingworth, who 
is married to another 
child-health specialist and 
has three children, is con4 
vinced that it is entirel 
wrong to teach that babies 
should be fed strictly by the 
clock however much they 
cry. 

“There is nothing to sup- 
port those who advocate 
leaving a baby to cry so that 
he will learn he cannot have 
it all his own way,” he 
writes, 

For this reason he also 
condemns the refusal 


feed their babies when they 
cry at night, or pick them 
up to comfort them during
